Judge Charles A. Hardin in his in- 
structions to the grand jury after 
dweeling briefly in general upon the 
usual matters in regard to which that 
body is accustomed to be insti-ucted, 
took occasion to dwell at length apon 
the cause of crime and the rrmr dy 
tlierefor. 

Judge Haxiffia atated that statistics 
showed that the United Stetes' crimi- 
nal record, especially in so far as homi- 
cide is concerned, exceeded that of any 
country in the world, and that Kentuc- 
ky ranked well up with any state in 
the Union a.s ■.•i;ards the number of 
homicides within her borders annually. 
And that the last decade shows an in- 
crease of homicid-s in Kentucky, for 
the previous decade and that crime 
was on the rise. 

Judge Hardin stated that the finish' 
ed criminal, the murderer and hia.kind. 
were biit the natural oatgrowth of 
lesser crimes, they were trained up to 
that point, thmr associations with 
criminals, their environments, thei^ 
frequenting of gambling dens, biind 
tigers and other dens of vvc<>. by a 
a slow bat smw process lai them up to 

the point where th'^y becsme the finish- 
ed pyodvct, tbe most vicious <4 orimi^ 
nals,. wlMiro«MMthe8it«toto<to any 
criminal act, niard(Br- Jr^ludc^, and that 
the crime w^cb ii prevalent in, and 
whjdi hss hladrsnBd tta Utr aame of 
the state is tiie aatoral oatgrawtt ut 
these dens of iniqidtT.
